MANCHESTER, N.H. (AP) - With 
the outcome still considered too close 
to call for either Republicans or 
Democrats, voting begins shortly after 
midnight tonight in New Hampshire’s 
presidential primary. 
Most of the rivals in the crowded 
Democratic race were ready to make 
their last-m inute pitches today. 
Former Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter 
and Arizona Rep. Morris K. Udall, 
generally believed to be the Demo­ 
cratic frontrunners, scheduled tours at 
shops, factories and offices. So did 
Indiana Sen. Birch Bayh and former 
Oklahoma Sen. Fred Harris. Former 
vicepresidential candidate Sargent 
Shriver is in Massachusetts. 
On the Republican side, Ronald 
Reagan, who has mounted a stiff 
challenge to President Ford, con­ 
cluded a cam paign Sunday that 
covered nearly 2. 000 miles by bus 
caravan in 19 days since Jan. 1. 
As Reagan’s plane left Manchester 
airport in a steady rain, his state 
campaign chairman, Hugh Gregg, 
said if Reagan “ goes out of here with 
anything better than 40 per cent, he’ll 
go all the way.” 
Gregg predicted Reagan would get 
“ something better than 40 per cent” on 
Tuesday but declined to say he would 
win. Ford campaign strategists have 
said anything over half will be con­ 
sidered a victory for the President. 
In Washington, Ford said “ things 


looked good” for him in New Hamp­ 
shire. Reagan did not make any 
predictions during his final day of 
campaigning in Nashua, but spoke of 
“ fingernail chewing time.” 
The candidates of both parties have 
been reluctant to make victory 
predictions, with understated ex- 
pectatioas allowing them to claim all 
the greater victory when the New 
Hampshire results are in. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Henry Jackson of 
Washington won four Puerto Rican 
delegates to the National Democratic 
Convention. Two uncommitted dele­ 
gates also were elected. Jackson, the 
only candidate to campaign in Puerto 
Rico, had been expected to take a 
majority of the 17 seats up for grabs, 
but five of the eight caucuses were 
suspended after fistfights broke out 
over a dispute involving allegiance to 
the Democratic party. 
In Mississippi congressional district 
caucuses Saturday, Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace gained nine delegates. 
Carter four and Shriver three. Party 
officials said Wallace would pick up 
two more delegates and Carter and 
Shriver one each when the last five 
delegates are selected at the state 
convention next Sunday. 
Democrats and Republicans will 
hold precinct caucuses in Minnesota 
Tuesday night, with party officials 
predicting a close battle between Ford 
and Reagan and a shoo-in victory for

disagreement. 


Carter did differ with his rivals on 
whether to provide government jobs 
for the unemployed and said he was 
the only contender willing to face Wal­ 
lace head-on in the South, where the 
Alabamian is strong. 


The “ major thrust” in solving the 
unemployment problem, Carter said, 
should be left to the private sector, 
w ith government providing federal aid 
and incentives to industry to avoid 
layoffs. 
His four opponents all liave ad­ 
vocated a government job program. 
Harris declared that “ a job ought to be 
as automatic as unemployment com­ 
pensation." 
The contestants said they were 
convinced the party's nominee would 
emerge from the primaries and not 
from a brokered convention. 
Udall said he does not believe 
Wallace will be able to dictate terms at 
the convention in New York City next 
July and said if Wallace were the

Ford Pushes Governors 
On Revenue Sharing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford 
today 
urged the nation s 
governors to support a renewal of 
federal revenue sharing and warned 
that the U.S. economic recovery would 
be imperiled if Congress fails to extend 
the program 
In a speech prepared for a meeting 
of the National Governors’ Con­ 
ference, Ford said, “The whole con­ 
cept of federal-state relations is at

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stake” and if movement toward more 
general revenue sharing fails this 
y ear, ‘“there will be a new escalation in 
the categorical programs of an in­ 
creasingly centralized government.” 


Ford said that some view federal- 
state relations as “ the most deadly 
boring of all political issues." But he 
said the issue “ really turns me on." 


He 
pointed 
out 
that 
George 
Washington had warned '200 years ago 
agaiast “the danger of the monolithic, 
centralized power of the federal 
government” and in recent years gov­ 
ernment has grown bigger and “ more 
meddlesome, but not always more 
efficient nor more responsive to local 
needs." 


He 
charged 
Congress 
with 
not 
moving with enough speed in response 
to bus request last April to extend the 
current 
$30.2-billion, 
five-year 
program of revenue sharing which ex­ 
pires at the end of this year. 
Ford told the governors, “the nation 
needs your help” and told them they 
were right “ in saying that our present 
economic recovery 
would 
be 
en­ 
dangered if the Congress were to end 
revenue sharing It could force the 
states to fire workers, to increase state 
taxes and even to institute new 
taxation. You know and I know that we 


must join forces to keep revenue 
sharing alive." 
Ford said he is sending to Congress 
programs for community services, 
Medicaid, and education, which would 
consolidate numerous categorical pro­

New JFK 
Romance 
Story False 


LANTANA, Fla (A P) - President 
John F. Kennedy had a two-year 
romance with a Washington artist 
while he was in the White House, the 
weekly newspaper National Enquirer 
says. 
In its edition dated March 2, the 
newspaper quotes a friend of Kennedy 
as saying the late president had an 
affair with Mary Pinchot Meyer, a 
longtime friend of Kennedy and his 
wife, beginning in January 1962 and 
continuing until he was assassinated in 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 
The article said Kennedy met with 
Mrs. Meyer at the White House when 
First I^ady Jacqueline Kennedy was 
away and on one occasion smoked 
marijuana with her there. It also al­ 
leged that a diary Mrs Meyer kept 
about the affair was burned by a CIA 
agent after her unsolved murder. 
Mrs. Meyer, divorced from a CIA 
official before the alleged affair with 
Kennedy, was shot to death Oct. 12, 
1964, as she walked along the C&O 
Canal tow-path in Washington’s his­ 
toric Georgetown area. 
A young 
District of Washington resident was 
tried for the crime but was acquitted. 
The Enquirer quoted James Truitt, a 
friend of both Kennedy and Mrs. 
Meyer and a former executive of The 
Washington Post, as describing the 
first rendezvous this way: 
"... A White House limousine driven 
by a Secret Service agent arrived. He 
drove Mary to the White House where 
JF K met her and took her into the 
bedroom and locked the door. From 
then 
on, 
clear 
up 
until 
the 
assassination almost two years later, 
they 
met 
this 
way 
regularly, 
sometimes two or three times a week." 
Timothy J. Reardon Jr., an aide to 
Kennedy, said, "nothing like that ever 
happened in the White House, with her 
or anyone else." 
According to court papers, Truitt, 
who now resides in Mexico, was cer­ 
tified by a physician to be suffering a 
mental illness "such as to impair his 
judgment and cause him 
to 
be 
irresponsible” during 1969 divorce 
procedings and a courtappointed 
conservator was named to manage his 
financial 
matters. 
The 
con­ 
servatorship ended in 1972. 
There have been recent allegations 
of Kennedy romances, including one 
with Judith Exner, who said she was 
involved with organized crime figures 
at the same time. Former aides have 
said they did not believe Kennedy 
could have carried on such affairs.

He said no state would receive less 
federal money under these proposals 
than it did in fiscal 1976 under the 
programs to be consolidated 
The President said he also will

matching funds to qualify for federal 
aid. 
The issue of renewing revenue 
sharing is creating a growing division 
between Democrats in Congress and 
Democrats who make up a majority of 
local government officials. 
Although many Democrats in 
Congress are lukewarm to any ex­ 
tension, most local government of­ 
ficials are enthusiastic for the 
program and rely on it to bolster their 
governmental budgets 
And there is growing fear among 
governors, mayors and county of­ 
ficials that the program may not 
survive or will get at best a one-year 
exteasion to delay the crisis until after 
this year’s elections. 
"For a long time, we just couldn’t 
believe it could be possible that 
Congress would not continue it," Gov. 
Robert Ray, R-Iowa, said in a news 


conference Sunday. "Now, we think so 
— unfortunately." 
One of the problems is that revenue 
sharing was bom as a Republican 
program in the Nixon administration. 
Another problem as far as Congress is 
concerned is the lingering reluctance 
of many lawmakers to bear the onus of 
raising the tax money and then give it 
back to the states to claim credit when 
it is spent. 
Also of significance in this growing 
debate is the fact that the direct grants 
with few strings attached threaten the 
elaborate 
bureaucracies, 
which 
surveys show to be staffed largely by 
Democrats, which administer the

On the other hand, local office 
holders, most of them Democrats, 
have become dependent on the federal 
money and the freedom to spend it 
where it is most needed rather than in 
mandatory channels.

N ew Beef Grading 
Helps Cheaper Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - New federal 
definitioas for the quality of beef 
Americaas buy go into effect today, 
meaning the steak you buy as “ prime" 
meat may have been graded only 
"choice" last week. 
Under the new rules, standards for 
“ prime" and “ choice" beef will be 
widened to include meat with less 
marbling — or flecks of fat. The more 
marbling in the beef, the more tender 
and juicy it is. 
The U.S. Agriculture Department, 
which had originally hoped to im­ 
plement the new rating system almost 
a year ago, says consumers won’t be 
able to tell the difference in ap­ 
pearance or taste but that the changes 
will cut costs for cattlemen, keep retail 
costs down and cut down the amount of 
grain 
used to feed the cattle 
Americans eat. 
Historically, the tenderest and most 
expensive of the four grades of beef 
commonly seen in retail stores is 
"prime,” which comes from cattle 
pampered and fed grain during much 
of their lives, particularly in the final 
few months before slaughter. 
"Choice” beef contains less mar­ 
bling than "prime,” and "good" beef 
lias less than "choice.” "Standard" is 
the fourth category. 
The rise in grain prices in recent 
years has caused many cattle farmers 


and feed-lot operators to claim they 
have lost money until recently. With a 
loosening of the standards for the top 
two classes of beef, producers will be 
able to feed less grain to animals and 
still have them qualify for the more ex­ 
pensive grades. 
The new rules were initially planned 
for adoption last April 14, but they 
were delayed by court challenges from 
producers and others, including con­ 
sumer groups which contended that 
shoppers would be charged higher 
prices for lower quality beef. The last 
legal hurdle was cleared Sunday. 
U.S. District Court Judge Patrick 
Higginbotham of Dallas denied a 
temporary injunction that had been 
sought by the Texas baby beef in­ 
dustry, which claimed the new stand­ 
ards would dry' up their industry and 
ultimately result in higher costs to 
consumers. 
The baby beef raisers complained 
the new regulations would downgrade 
20 to 50 per cent of their product from 
"good" to "standard" and argued that 
chain stores and consumers would not 
buy lowergraded baby beef, 
Higginbotham said he denied the 
action because it was unlikely cat­ 
tlemen could win their case in further 
proceedings. A hearing is still 
scheduled within 45 days on a motion 
for a permanent injunction.

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WASHINGTON (AF) - New federal 
definitions for the quality of beef 
Americans buy go into effect today, 
meaning the steak you buy as "prime” 
meat may have been graded only 
“choice” last week. 
Under the new rules, standards for 
“prime” and “choice” beef will be 
widened to include meat with less 
marbling — or flecks of fat. The more 
marbling in the beef, the more tender 
and juicy it is. 
The U.S. Agriculture Department, 
which had originally hoped to im­ 
plement the new rating system almost 
a year ago, says consumers won’t be 
able to tell the difference in ap­ 
pearance or taste but that the changes 
will cut costs for cattlemen, keep retail 
costs down and cut down the amount of 
grain used to 
feed 
the cattle 
Americans eat. 
Historically, the tenderest and most 
expensive of the four grades of beef 
commonly seen in retail stores is 
“ prime," which comes from cattle 
pampered and fed grain during much 
of their lives, particularly in the final 
few months before slaughter. 
“Choice” beef contains less mar­ 
bling than “prime,” and “good" beef 
lias less than “choice.” “Standard" is 
the fourth category. 
The rise in grain prices in recent 
years has caused many cattle farmers 


and feed-lot operators to claim they 
have lost money until recently. With a 
loosening of the standards for the top 
two Classes of beef, producers will be 
able to feed less grain to animals and 
still have them qualify for the more ex­ 
pensive grades. 
The new rules were initially planned 
for adoption last April 14, but they 
were delayed by court challenges from 
producers and others, including con­ 
sumer groups which contended that 
.shoppers would be charged higher 
prices for lower quality beef The last 
legal hurdle was cleared Sunday. 
U.S. District Court Judge Patrick 
Higginbotham of Dallas denied a 
temporary injunction that had been 
sought by the Texas baby beef in­ 
dustry. which claimed the new stand­ 
ards would dry up their industry and 
ultimately result in higher costs to 
consumers. 
The baby beef raisers complained 
the new regulations would downgrade 
20 to 50 per cent of their product from

reductions in civ il serv ants, 
social serv ices and the total 
budget. 
There are ev en calls for 
people with higher incomes to 
retain more of their earnings 
as in cen tiv es for greater 
capital inv estment. The I^abor 
gov ernment almost sounds as 
if it was using a Tory hand­ 
book 
Britain’s leaders are wise 
enough to see there is little 
room for political opportunism 
when the economic chips are 
down. 


He a lth Of Sta te sme n 


In an era of crisis in domestic and 
foreign affairs, the health of our 
President bears directly on the health 
of the nation. Gerald Ford’s decision to 
publicize the results of his “ medical 
checkup" is not only refreshing, but a 
challenge to other candidates for the 
office. 
Ford is a sturdy , healthy human. 
One assumes that his emotional health 
is also muscle-bound, although the 
White 
House 
has 
issued 
no 
psy chological ev aluation. This, to my 
way of thinking, is as important as the 
status of heart, lungs, blood pressure 
and cholesterol lev el. 
When Richard Nix on was threatened 
with impeachment, he is alleged to 
hav e told 30 Congressmen: “ 1 can go 
into my office and pick 
up the 
telephone and, in 25 minutes, 7 0 million 
people will be dead.” 
If this is true, President Nix on was 
emotionally unstable. Whether it was 
intended to be facetious or v engeful, 
the President could order a nuclear 
missile attack on the Sov iet Union. If, 
in effect, Congress threatened to 
destroy Nix on, the president could 
destroy a large part of the world. 
Most 
Americans 
assum e 
that 
President Kennedy won a v ictory ov er 
Russia when, in the Cuban missile 
crisis, he caused the Sov iets to remov e 
their interm ediate m issiles from 
Castro’s island. 
I think he panicked. When he told 
Kruschchev , “ We 
will regard any 
missile coming from Cuba as coming 
from the Sov iet Union,” it was an 
ultimatum. Kennedy had to sweat out 
the response. So did we. He took a long 
chance, and won. 
The Sov iets think they won. The 
price of shipping the missiles back to 
Leningrad was Kennedy ’s promise 
that the U.S. would not inv ade Cuba. 
This emboldened Castro to v illify the 
U.S. with impunity . 
Fiv e y ears ago I contracted to write 
a book called “ FDR’s Last Year.” I 
felt that 19 44-19 45 was the most crucial 
y ear of the century for America, and 
that FDR was the architect for v ictory . 
For three y ears I chased Roosev elt 
surv iv ors for interv iews, bits and 
pieces of history . I was stunned to 
learn that on Monday , March 27 , 19 44, 
FDR submitted to a secret medical 
ex am ination at 
Bethesda. 
Nav y 
phy sicians discov ered that he was a 
dy ing man, irrev ersibly ill of heart 
disease. 
Admiral Ross Mclntire, White House 
phy sician, engineered a cov er-up. He 
knew his boss was fading from life, but 
he applauded when, two months later, 
the President announced that he would 
run for a fourth term. 
Mclntire also lied to the press, an­ 
nouncing, in effect, that FDR was fit as 
a fiddle, ex cept for “ sinus flareups.” 
He also choked into silence the y oung

PRAGUE, Czechoslov akia (AP) — 
As the Czechoslov ak Communist party 
congress 
approaches, 
Western 
diplomats here say they detect signs of 
a split within the Prague regime ov er 
how to rid the nation of the lingering 
trauma of 19 68. 
The party — or at least a faction 
thereof — has floated what diplomats 
here regard as a “ trial balloon" of 
reconciliation 
with

members of Alex ander Dubcek’s 19 68 
“ Prague Spring” . Howev er, this was 
quickly followed by a stiff warning 
from ultraconserv ativ es that Dubcek’s 
former followers still posed a menace. 
“ It is a v ery div ided leadership,” 
according to one diplomatic source. 
“ The issues left ov er from 19 68 are the 
most neuralgic point.” 
Those in and out of fav or are not 
counting on an ideological truce at the 
15th party congress which conv enes in 
April — two months after the pace- 
setting Sov iet congress opening in 
Moscow on Tuesday . 
It will be Czechoslov akia's second 
“ legal” congress since the Sov iet-led 
inv asion in August 19 68, put an end to 
Dubcek’s “ socialism with a human 
face.” A post-inv asion congress of 
Dubcek supporters later was declared 
null and v oid. 
Now, the hardliners in the party — 
notably Vasil Bilak — still regard the 
germ of Dubcek liberalism to be so 
v irulent that the least relax ation of its 
quarantine will cause a new epidemic. 
Bilak, who is responsible for ties 
with foreign Communist parties, has 
been insisting that any mov e toward 
liberalization 
was

ful.” 
There is speculation that President 
Gustav Husak, who also is the party 
leader and regarded as a middle-of- 
the-roader, would like to increase in­ 
dustrial efficiency and ov ercome 
political apathy by granting absolution 
to purged plant managers as a first 
step toward general rehabilitation. 
Husak, himself, was jailed during 
Stalinist purges and later rehabilitated 
to become a prominent figure in the 
“ Prague Spring.” After the inv asion, 
he threw his support to the Kremlin 
and became Dubeck’s successor. 
The nearly 500,000 Czechoslov ak 
party members purged after the 19 68 
inv asion remain outcasts. Few hav e 
recanted. 
“ Why should I?” said a former high- 
ranking technocrat, who now holds a 
menial job. 
“ I’v e done nothing 
wrong.” 
A Communist for more than 20 
y ears, he say s he foresees no chance of 
regaining his party card without an 
unex pected, drastic shift in political 
policy . His former post is filled by a 
more orthodox Communist who could 
not be ex pected to y ield it graciously . 
The political spoils sy stem and not 
ideology , sources here say , is the chief 
barrier to an internal truce. In their 
estimation, opportunists hav e taken 
adv antage of the purges to “ make a 
career for themselv es.” 
Some 165,000 of the purged Com­ 
munists lost their jobs along with their 
party cards, by official count. 


Stride s M a d e in 
P ollution C ontrol 


NEW YORK (AP) - Dr. Richard 
Schmidt, v ice president and general 
m anager of Ecody ne’s industrial 
waste treatment div ision, told an 
editorial roundtable that recent 
dev elopm ents in water pollution 
control technology could significantly 
cut the amount industry ' must spend on 
the env ironment. 
Schmidt pointed to a Northeastern 
paper mill that sav ed a total of $50,000 
on pollution control costs and more 
than $24,000 y early on energy and 
other operating costs by incorporating 
recent innov ations into its wastewater 
treatment sy stem. 
The impact of such capital and 
operating sav ing on the industrial 
economy should not be minimized,

indicate some industries will spend 10 
to 20 per cent of their total plant and 
equipment inv estment on pollution 
controls to meet ex isting federal laws.

A coronary attack means that a 
blood v essel, which brings nourish­ 
ment to the heart muscle, has been 
blocked by disease. That part of the 
heart muscle depriv ed of its blood 
supply is, for the time being, knocked 
out of commission. 
Complete rest is imperativ e so that 
the remaining healthy part of the heart 
can continue its uninterrupted beat 
until the whole heart returns to nor­ 
mal. 
A heart attack is a shattering 
emotional ex perience which deserv es 
sy mpathetic understanding. 


Today , there msut be reassurance 
that “ once a coronary , alway s a 
coronary ” is a total misconception. 
Many patients who hav e suffered from 
a my ocardial infarction, or coronary , 
are able to resume productiv e, activ e 
liv es. 
There 
is, 
howev er, 
a 
single 
requirement. They must learn to 
reorientate their liv es so that little, or 
no, burden is placed on their hearts. 
This means a complete program of 
weight reduction, absence of tobacco, 
freedom from sev ere emotional ten­ 
sions, and av oidance of ex cessiv e 
fatigue. 
Unfortunately , some people who 
hav e recov ered from the phy sical 
factors of a coronary suffer emotional 
problems that can be dev astating. 
Despite total phy sical recov ery , 
some patients remain “ coronary 
cripples” because of persistent, un­ 
founded fears that another attack is 
inev itable. Such people pretend to liv e 
productiv e liv es, y et so manipulate 
their time and activ ity that they 
depriv e themselv es of the real joy s of 
liv ing. 
The person who has recov ered from 
a heart attack may , indeed, hav e been 
granted a special blessing. He has 
been giv en another opportunity to 
readjust the structure of his life and to 
prolong it.

Health Of Statesmen 


In an era of crista in domestic and 
foreign affairs, the health of our 
President bears directly on the health 
of the nation. Gerald Ford's decision to 
publicize the results of his “medical 
checkup" is not only refreshing, but a 
challenge to other candidates for the 
office. 
Ford ta a sturdy, healthy human 
One assumes that his emotional health 
is also muscle-bound, although the 
White 
House 
has 
issued 
no 
psychological evaluation. This, to my 
way of thinking, ta as important as the 
status of heart, lungs, blood pressure 
and cholesterol level. 
When Richard Nixon was threatened 
with impeachment, he is alleged to 
have told 30 Congressmen: "I can go 
into my office and pick up the 
telephone and. in 25 minutes, 70 million 
people will be dead." 
If this ta true, President Nixon was 
emotionally uastable. Whether it was 
intended to be facetious or vengeful, 
the President could order a nuclear 
missile attack on the Soviet Union. If, 
in effect, Congress threatened to 
destroy Nixon, the president could 
destroy a large part of the world. 
Most Americans 
assum e that 
President Kennedy won a victory over 
Russia when, in the Cuban missile 
crisis, he caused the Soviets to remove 
their interm ediate m issiles from 
Castro's island. 
I think he panicked. When he told 
Kruschchev, "We 
will regard any 
missile coming from Cuba as coming 
from the Soviet Union," it was an 
ultimatum. Kennedy had to sweat out 
the response. So did we. He took a long 
chance, and won. 
The Soviets think they won. The 
price of shipping the missiles back to 
I Leningrad was Kennedy's promise 
that the U.S. would not invade Cuba. 
This emboldened Castro to villify the 
U.S. with impunity. 
Five years ago I contracted to write 
a book called "FDR’s la st Year." I 
felt that 1944-1945 was the most crucial 
year of the century for America, and 
that FOR was the architect for victory. 
For three years I chased Roosevelt 
survivors for interviews, bits and 
pieces of history. I was stunned to 
learn that on Monday, March 27, 1944, 
FDR submitted to a secret medical 
exam ination at Bethesda. Navy 
physicians discovered that he was a 
dying man, irreversibly ill of heart 
disease. 
Admiral Ross Mclntire, White House 
physician, engineered a cover-up. He 
knew his boss was fading from life, but 
he applauded when, two months later, 
the Resident announced that he would 
run for a fourth term. 
Mclntire also lied to the press, an­ 
nouncing, in effect, that FDR was fit as 
a fiddle, except for “sinus flareups." 
He also choked into silence the young 
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Navy cardiologist who discovered the 
terrifying truth. 
In the 
autumn of 
1944, 
when 
Roosevelt went to Yalta to bargain the 
world with the Russians, he had 
aphasia. His Jaw hung slack; he had 
difficulty remembering what he was 
talking about. 
To America, the physical and 
emotional health of our presidents ta as 
important as their knowledge and 
judgment. I interviewed Dwight D. 
Fisenhower in February, 1956 I spent 
several days in the White House asking 
questions of many persons. 
He was pink and cherubic. His head 
appeared to be on straight. And yet I 
was stunned when he told me he knew 
nothing of economics. Ike did not 
comprehend the value of a buck. 
"My life," he said, “has been spent 
in the military. If I needed 500 planes 
or 1,000 tanks, I had no time to let the 
contracts out to the lowest bidder. All I 


did was write a requisition " 
At a Texas ranch, Lyndon Johnson 
confided to me that he was spending 
$30 billions each year trying to win the 
war in 
Vietnam. 
His generals 
protested to him that they never had 
enough money, enough men, enough 
material, to win the conflict. 
I dipped a bare foot into his swim­ 
ming pool. “If we win, Mr. President, 
what will America get in return?" He 
shook his head dolefully and began to 
caw at some wild peacocks sitting on 
his fence. 
Woodrow Wilson had a cerebral 
stroke in office. For a time, he could 
neither speak nor think rationally The 
affairs of his country were ad­ 
ministered by his 
wife and his 
physician, Admiral Cary Grayson.

Czech Communists 
In Party Split? 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia (AP) — 
As the Czechoslovak Communist party 
congress 
approaches, 
Western 
diplomats here say they detect signs of 
a split within the Prague regime over 
how to rid the nation of the lingering 
trauma of 1968 
The party - or at least a faction 
thereof — has floated what diplomats 
here regard as a "trial balloon" of 
reconciliation 
with 
the 
purged 
members of Alexander Dubcek’s 1968 
“ Prague Spring". However, this was 
quickly followed by a stiff warning 
from ultraconservatives that Dubcek’s 
former followers still posed a menace. 
“ It ta a very divided leadership," 
according to one diplomatic source. 
“The issues left over from 1968 are the 
most neuralgic point." 
Those in and out of favor are not 
counting on an ideological truce at the 
15th party congress which convenes in 
April — two months after the pace­ 
setting Soviet congress opening in 
Moscow on Tuesday. 
It will be Czechoslovakia's second 
"legal’’ congress since the Soviet-led 
invasion in August 1968, put an end to 
Dubcok's “socialism with a human 
face." A post-invasion congress of 
Du beek supporters later was declared 
null and void. 
Now, the hardliners in the party — 
notably Vasil Bilak — still regard the 
germ of Du beek liberalism to be so 
virulent that the least relaxation of its 
quarantine will cause a new epidemic. 
Bilak, who ta responsible for ties 
with foreign Communist parties, has 
been instating that any move toward 
liberalization was "entirely 
unao 
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ceptable and politically very harm­ 
ful." 
There ta speculation that President 
Gustav Husak, who also ta the party 
leader and regarded as a middle-of- 
the-roader. would like to increase in­ 
dustrial efficiency and overcome 
political apathy by granting absolution 
to purged plant managers as a first 
step toward general rehabilitation. 
Husak, himself, was jailed during 
Stalinist purges and later rehabilitated 
to become a prominent figure in the 
“ Prague Spring," After the invasion, 
he threw his .support to Uh* Kremlin 
and became Dubeek’s successor 
The nearly 500,000 Czechoslovak 
party members purged after the 1968 
invasion remain outcasts Few have 
recanted. 
“Why should I?" said a former high­ 
ranking technocrat, who now holds a 
menial job. “ I’ve done nothing 
wrong." 
A Communist for more than 20 
years, he says he foresees no chance of 
regaining his party card without an 
unexpected, drastic shift in political 
policy. His former post ta filled by a 
more orthodox Communist who could 
not be expected to yield it graciously. 
The political spoils system and not 
ideology, sources here say. ta the chief 
barrier to an internal truce. In their 
estimation, opportunists have taken 
advantage of the purges to "make a 
career for themselves."

An energetic, forceful, driving 
personality seems to be in excellent 
health when suddenly he ta striken 
with a coronary. 
The "Coronary Hub" ta not an ex­ 
clusive one. Members come from 
every social, economic and intellectual 
group. In a single instant there ta an 
explosive upheaval that alters the life 
pattern of the individual and those 
around him. 
The tireless tycoon who could not 
find a spare moment to relax suddenly 
finds himself hospitalized. And for six 
weeks there ta strict bed rest, no 
smoking, no telephone and rigid at­ 
tention to weight. It always comes as a 
great 
surprise 
that 
his 
office 
miraculously continues to function 
without his indispensable presence. 
A coronary attack means that a 
blood vessel, which brings nourish­ 
ment to the heart muscle, has been 
blocked by disease That part of the 
heart muscle deprived of its blood 
supply ta, for the time being, knocked 
out of commission. 
Complete rest ta imperative so that 
the remaining healthy part of the heart 
can continue its uninterrupted beat 
until the whole heart returns to nor­ 
mal. 
A heart attack ta a shattering 
emotional experience which deserves 
sympathetic understanding 


Today, there msut be reassurance 
that “once a coronary, always a 
coronary" is a total misconception. 
Many patients who have suffered from 
a myocardial infarction, or coronary, 
are able to resume productive, active 
lives. 
There 
is, 
however, 
a 
single 
requirement. They must learn to 
reorientate their lives so that little, or 
no, burden ta placed on their hearts. 
This means a complete program of 
weight reduction, absence of tobacco, 
freedom from severe emotional ten­ 
sions, and avoidance of excessive 
fatigue. 
Unfortunately, some people who 
have recovered from the physical 
factors of a coronary suffer emotional 
problems that can be devastating. 
Despite total physical recovery, 
some patients rem ain “ coronary 
cripples” because of persistent, un­ 
founded fears that another attack ta 
inevitable. Such people pretend to live 
productive lives, yet so manipulate 
their time and activity that they 
deprive themselves of the real joys of 
living. 
The person who has recovered from 
a heart attack may, indeed, have been 
granted a special blessing. He has 
been given another opportunity to 
readjust the structure of his life and to 
prolong it.

In the wake of charges of abuse and 
neglect of patients in the state mental 
facilities the House passed legislation 
this week (Am. Sub. H.B. 244) setting 
minimum standards of treatment and 
legal 
representation 
for 
the 
8100 
mentally ill housed in state hospitals. 
H.B. 244 has been dubbed a “ Bill of 
Rights for the Mentally 111.” 


The measure tightens procedures for 
involuntary 
com m itm ent, 
and 
stipulates that a person involuntarily 
committed to a mental institution by 
court order could request a jury trial to 
determine competency. 


A person can now be committed to a 
mental hospital after a hearing before 
a 
probate 
court 
judge 
or 
court- 
appointed referee. 


The bill requires the Department of 
Mental Health and Retardation to 
review a patient’s case 90 days after 
commitment and at least every two 
years th erea fter. 
H.B. 
244 also 
guarantees each patient the right to 
demand a review of his or her com­ 
petence. 


The right to minimum standards of 
treatment is specified with the Mental 
department required to meet federal 
Medicaid and Medicare standards by 
April 1, 1977. 
Legal 
representation 
of 
in­ 
voluntarily committed mental patients 
is 
guaranteed 
through 
the 
I^egal 
Rights Service, a group of state paid 
lawyers. The cost of H.B. 244 has been 
estimated to be $7 million to $11 million 
per year. 
The Senate also passed S.B. .184 
allowing 
honorably 
discharged, 
disabled veterans to fish, hunt, and 
trap in Ohio without a license.

retain a registration. 
This bill would have unfortunate 
consequences for Ohio’s fine elections 
system by increasing the chances of 
voter fraud. Under present law, if a 
person fails to vote for two years his or 
her 
registra tion 
lapses. 
This 
automatically removes from the voter 
roles people who have moved or died, 
thereby preventing false use of their 
name to vote. 
The 
House 
approved 
grea ter 
flexibility in Ohio’s presidential 
primary system by passing Am H.B. 
1245 allowing presidential primary 
candidates to withdraw up to 30 days 
before the primary election. It also 
requires removal of the names from 
the ballot of those who withdraw and of 
their delegates and alternates, and 
voids ballots cast for them. 
A bill (Am. Sub. H.B. 804) extending 
control of the Ohio Elections Com­ 
mission over campaign “dirty tricks” 
was re-referred to committee by the 
House. The bill defines and prohibits 
such acts as serving as a spy for a 
candidate in another candidate’s 
cam paign 
organization 
and 
misrepresenting facts or photos in 
campaign literature.

Ohio Senate Report

H.B. 244 has been dubbed a “Bill of 
Rights for the Mentally ID." 


The measure tightens procedures for 
involuntary 
com m itm ent, 
and 
stipulates that a person involuntarily 
committed to a mental institution by 
court order could request a jury trial to 
determine competency. 


A person can now be committed to a 
mental hospital after a hearing before 
a 
probate 
court 
judge 
or 
court- 
appointed referee. 


The bill requires the Department of 
Mental Health and Retardation to 
review a patient's case 90 days after 
commitment and at least every two 
years thereafter. 
H.B. 
244 also 
guarantees each patient the right to 
demand a review of his or her com­ 
petence. 


The right to minimum standards of 
treatment is specified with the Mental 
department required to meet federal 
Medicaid and Medicare standards by 
April I, 1977.

Mich ael G, Ox ley , R- 
82 Find lay , sp o nso r o f a biU th at wo u ld 
req u ire a "co o ling o ff" p erio d befo re 
th e p u rch ase o f a h and gu n, p lans to 
o ffer an amend ment th at wo u ld ban 
th e sale o f so me ch eap firearms. 
"Th ey ’re ju st so rep lete in majo r 
cities,” said th e fo rmer F.B.I. agent. 
"Th ey ’re no t u sed fo r any th ing ex cep t 
killing so me o ne.” 
Ho u se Ju d iciary Ch airman Harry J. 
I^h man, D-16 Sh aker Heigh ts, wh o h as 
set a Th u rsd ay p anel v o te o n all th ree 
measu res, o p p o ses Ox ley ’s amend ­ 
ment becau se o f th e way it d efines 
"Satu rd ay nigh t sp ecials.”

Gun Control Bills Pondered 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three 
gun control bills will be considered this 
week by a House committee in a last 
gasp attempt to pass the controversial 
legislation during the current session. 
In the present versions, none of the 
three bills would deal with handgun 
registration or the outlawing of the 
cheap, poorly made pistols, often re­ 
ferred to as “Saturday night specials.” 
However, Rep. Michael G. Oxley, R- 
82 Findlay, sponsor of a bill that would 
require a “cooling off” period before 
the purchase of a handgun, plans to 
offer an amendment that would ban 
the sale of some cheap firearms. 
“They’re just so replete in major 
cities,” said the former F.B.I. agent. 
“They’re not used for anything except 
killing some one.” 
House Judiciary CTiairman Harry J. 
I^hman, D-16 Shaker Heights, who has 
set a Thursday panel vote on all three 
measures, opposes Oxley’s amend­ 
ment because of the way it defines 
“Saturday night specials.” 
The legislative package before the 
committee would set mandatory 2 to 5 
years prison terms for gun-related 
offenses, permit juveniles to be tried 
as adults on charges involving a gun, 
require registration of firearms 
dealers and require a five-day waiting 
period before buying a gun. 


In addition to Oxley, the sponsors 
are Reps. Troy Lee James, D-9 
Cleveland, and Ike Thompson, D-13 
Cleveland. 
Oxley's prospective amendment 
would define a “Saturday night 
.special" as a handgun costing no more 
than $25, carrying a barrel of three 
inches or less, a caliber of 32 or less, 
and capable of being melted at 800 
degrees farenheit. 
liftman, a persistent advocate of 
tough gun control legislation, says 
Oxley’s definition is too narrow to 
adequately address the problem. “It’s 
cosmetic,” he said. 
The Cleveland-area attorney cited 
the price ceiling as the most ob­ 
jectionable feature in the Oxley plan. 
“Under no circumstances would I 
vote in favor of something that set a 
price because it would just drive the 
market price above the standard set in 
the bill,” he said. 
liftman estimates that anywhere 
from a million to 1.5 million of the 
cheap handguns are already in the 
hands of Ohioans. And under current 
law. most lawabiding citizens are 
entitled to carry handguns, even if the 
weapons are concealed. 
Oxley, who is also an attorney, said 
he would make no attempt to offer his 
amendment on the floor if it fails in 


committee. While Lehman is not 
known as a strongarm chairman, he is 
influential and his opposition seriously 
jeopardizes chances for favorable 
action on the proposal. 
The committee vote Thursday and 
whatever floor action subsequently 
results will almost certainly mark the 
last serious effort to deal with gun 
control in 1976.

Many farm groups, in­ 
cluding the NEU. want substantial 
boosts in the loan levels to help offset 
rising production costs 
Butz has indicated lately that some 
increase for 1976 is likely but has not 
officially announced any figures The 
present loan for wheat is $1.38 a bushel 
and com $1.10 a bushel. The NEU says 
that increases of 13 cents a bushel for 
wheat and 15 cents for com are being 
rumored but fall far short of being 
meaningful to farmers. 


“Well-informed guesses are that the 
Ford administration will go along with 
a very small increase now and, if there 
is a danger of low prices in late 
summer or fall, the White House may 
act in September or thereabouts to 
raise loan levels again — two months 
ahead of the presidential election,” the 
NFU said in a newsletter to members. 
Another level of support is the 
“target price” mechanism authorized 
in the 1973 farm act which covers 
current crops of wheat, feed grains 
and cotton. Under it, if the market 
price of a commodity falls below the 
specified target level for a certain 
period of time, government payments 
are due growers to bridge the gap. 
During the first two years of the 
current law s operation — 1974 and 
1975 — the target prices were pegged 
at $2.05 per bushel for wheat and $1.38 
per bushel for com. The law au­ 
thorized increases in 1976 and 1977 on 
the basis of higher production costs. 
Although not yet officially an­ 
nounced, the 1976 wheat target price is 
expected to go up to about $2.27 a 
bushel and com to around $1.50 a 
bushel. Even so, USDA experts right 
now think that 1976 cash prices will ex­ 
ceed the target levels, meaning no 
direct payments will be due.

Interior Chief Blunt Talker 
Dear Abby: 


WASHINGTON (AF) - At 56, a 
former two-term congressman, for­ 
mer head of the Small Business 
Administration and now secretary of 
the interior, Thomas S. Kleppe still 
loves nothing more than driving a fast 
harness horse down a dirt track. 
“If I was younger . . 
Kleppe 
daydreams and his face lights up, 
m om entarily far away from the 
Washington bureaucracy and his own 
conflict-torn comer of it. 
But Kleppe wastes little time 
dreaming; instead, he works 12 to 14 
hours a day, and longer when he’s “on 
the road,’’ cramming in a daily pad- 
dleball session in the department gym 
and other sports whenever he can. 
In personality and style, in fact, 
Kleppe bears some resemblance to 
former Interior Secretary Walter J. 
Hickel, 
who was fired by then- 
Fresident Richard M. Nixon for 
disagreeing 
publicly 
with 
the 
President. 
Both rose from relatively humble 
origins to success in business and high 
rank in government. Both showed a 
youthful taste for rough sports — 
Hickel was a boxer, Kleppe a rodeo 
rider of bucking broncos and steers. 
Both like their official decisions 
prepared by concise staff summaries 
of the issues, then hammered out in 
frank meetings, and both have a 
penchant for blunt talk that can, and 
has, brought them some heat. 
During a recent interview, Kleppe 
described his style this way: 
“ I insult, as much as I can, to receive 
total input on both sides of every 
question, and ask the people that I 
work with not to be tongue-tied and 
never be afraid of recrimination 
because they happen to say something 
that disagrees with somebody else, or 
with me.” he said. 
“Then, I want to sit down in a 
meeting ... and let everybody have a 
shot And we’ve had some horrendous 
decision meetings. 
“ And then when that's dime, I’m no 
procrastinator 
I like to make a 
decision And then everybody takes it, 
and away we go.” 
Kleppe also shows little inclination 
to make speeches just to talk; he 
prefers to wait until he has something 
substantial to say. 
“We really haven’t got much time to 
spend on platitudes,” he snapped "I 
don't pull any punches about how I feel 
or think, even though it might happen

In his first major policy pro­ 
nouncements since taking office last 
Oct. 17, Kleppe has tried to balance 
those competing 
interests 
without 
.slowing down resource development 
He has announced policies to require 
land reclamation after strip mining, in 
order to cut short the uncertainty over 
twice-vetoed strip mine legislation and 
get new mining under way. 
He has made it clear he would open 
new offshore areas to oil leasing — 
including the Gulf of Alaska, despite 
opposition 
from 
environmental 
agencies and state governors — but 
may withhold leasing of the most 
environmentally hazardous tracts 
Kleppe has continued the ad­ 
m inistration's offer of “ self-de­ 
termination" to Indian tribes, but 
reassured them that federal financial 
and program support would not be 
withdrawn 
He seems to thrive on the challenge, 
and his “relaxation” comes from a 
change of pressures, rather than 
tranquility and rest — that is, from 
active sports. 
“I will reschedule my work here 
around five o’clock in the afternoon to 
do down and play paddleball in our 
gym,” Kleppe said. “And I like to play 
tennis. I only get to do that about (Mace 
a week ... In the summertime I always 
try to play golf on the weekend. 
“ And then. I’m going to take off a 
couple of days in March. I'm going 
down to Florida and I’m going to train 
some harness horses with a friend of 
mine down there for a couple of 
mornings and then we play golf in the 
afternoon, and that's a great break 
“ I still break horses,’’ Kleppe 
continued. "I used to ride the rodeo 
circuit and I've got some quarter 
horses in Tennessee, and I just had a 
24-year-old filly that I broke at 
Christmas time 
“Well, naturally, I only got her 
green-broke because I was only there 
for a week ... But I still like to drive 
harness horses more than anything.” 
Had he ever driven them in races? 
The

started 
Kleppe 
laughing at himself. 
“No!” he chuckled. "But. I got the 
bug! If I was younger, I tell you — oh, I 
could be a hamess-horse driver... You 
can't imagine the thrill of sitting be­

“I turned down a contract with the St. 
I/niis Cardinals way back when I came 
out of the service ... And I didn’t do bad 
at bowling. I ran pretty close to 200 
averages in tournaments and I got a 
300 (perfect) game once in interleague 
competition.” 
Kleppe, bom July 1,1919, in Kintyre, 
N.D., got his first job at 17, helping out 
in his father’s grain elevator. 
He dropped out of State Teachers 
College after one year, but by the age 
of 21, he was managing a small bank. 
Kleppe served in the Army from 1942 
to 1946, emerging as a warrant officer, 
then joined the Gold Seal Co., a 
Bism arck. N.D., m anufacturer of 
bleachers and waxes 
At the age of 37, Kleppe became 
president of the company, a position he 
held until 1964. Meanwhile, he served 
four years as mayor of Bismarck. In 
1964, Kleppe was the Republican 
candidate for the Senate from North 
Dakota, but he lost and instead joined 
the Minneapolis, Minn., investment 
banking firm of Dain, Kalman and 
Quail 
In 1966, he tried politics again, and 
this time was elected to the House of 
Representatives. He served two terms, 
tried again for the Senate in 1970, and 
again lost 
But he came to Washington anyway, 
as Nixon’s appointee in 1971 to head the 
Small Business Administration, the 
post he held when President Ford 
selected him for the Interior Depart­ 
ment 
During Kleppe's tenure, there, the 
Small Business Administration was 
tarred with a fund scandal in its Rich­ 
mond. Va., office; was investigated by 
the Civil Service Commission for 
allegedly 
political 
personnel 
decisions; and was brought under 
investigation 
by 
the 
General 
Accounting Office. But none of the 
stains rubbed off on Kleppe, 
Since 1971 his financial holdings, 
then estimated at $3.5 million, have 
been in a blind trust; Kleppe reopened 
his finances to the Senate Interior 
Committee during his confirmation 
hearings last October and agreed to 
dispose of interests in natural resource 
companies 
Environm ent organizations were 
suspicious of Kleppe's lack of ex­ 
perience in resource management but. 
by the same token, could find little in 
his record to criticize. 
When he was nominated to this key 
resource post at interior, Kleppe said. 
“the North Dakota farm boy in me 
says there is a lot of land to protect, 
and protecting it is all im portant... At 
the

tim e, 
if

generations are to enjoy other aspects 
of that quality of life, we will need 
access to minerals and other natural 
resources ...”

About a year ago Butz had planned 
to retire at mid year but was asked by 
Ford to remain on the job at least 
through the 1976 election. Irater, on 
several occasions, Butz told reporters 
he planned to quit after the election 
even if Ford wins a term in the White 
House. 


But this week, at an agricultural 
marketing conference here, Butz was 
asked if he felt secure enough about 
the administration’s farm policy to 
retire at the end of this year or if he 
would stay. 


“I’d have to be invited, obviously,” 
Butz said. “You don’t invite yourself to 
stay on in a new Cabinet. I’d have to 
face that when I came to it.” 


As he has previously, Butz then 
expressed concern that the ad­ 
ministration’s policy of allout farm 
production, exports and a market- 
oriented program generally has not 
really caught on with some people, 
including influential members of Con­ 
gress.
